M OST revealing will be his detailed state menu 
of how Oermany waa "observed" by British 
agenta before the war. The Germans managed to 
keep abreast of the plans of tha British Admiralty 
for new ships, one theft giving them the blue- 
prinu for England's battleship class But the 
British agents were not alow In describing changes 
In Oerman shipyards and In getting information 
from workmen In munition plants. One of the 
British victories was the rapture of a complete 
description of the 42-centimeter mortars which 
were eventually used at Liege The papers were In 
British hands before the war and the collapse of 
the Liege forts was expected. 

What we ran learn out of this highly interest¬ 
ing. even exciting, story of naval espionage Is that 
no nation goes unprepared—except possibly the 
United States of America. Herbert O. Yardley re¬ 
marks in "The American Black Chamber" that 
Secretary Stimson looks askance at secret service. 
It Is apparently not operating very effectively now. 
But Mr Bywster and his colleague are quietly 
taking the bows for the British naval intelligence, 
exclaiming, thanks to the efficiency of the British 
Information service, they knew what Oermany 
was about all tha time. 


r is small wonder that practically everybody 
is talking, these days, about the late Frank 
Harris's last book. "Bernard Shaw." whloh Simon 
and Schuster and the Book League of America 
have been distributing 

Shaw, of course. Is and ha* been a great many 
things, but he Is never dull. And Harris seems 
to have been the man from whom he learned 
how to present. Invariably, a fascinating and pro¬ 
vocative side to the public. 

This book. then, is naturally very Interesting. 
Whether or not It Is also a good book, one Is not 
sure. It does not make mucb difference. It 
will bold your attention no matter where or 
when you open It. and when you find a book Ilka 
that the only thing to do is hang oh toTt. 

Harris wrote of Shaw, his lifelong friend, with 
a good deal of venom. He was violently critical 
of Shaw'a attitude during the war. for one thing. 
He did not think that Shaw's long preoocupstlon 
with Socialism helped either mankind in general 
or Shaw In particular. He believed that Shaw'a 
work will not endure, and that Shaw will be re¬ 
membered as a personality rather than aa a 
creative artist. 

But Shaw, who edited the book, has the last 
word. He deftly replies to all of Harris's charges 
ami. in fact, uiakes the book aa much a study/of 
Harris as > a study of Shaw. Which—since JlarrIs 
was an unusual man—Is quite all right 

“Bernard Shaw" may irritate you now and then, 
but It won't ever bore you. It will cost you 84.

The account of Aesop's management of this 
mission is one of the best sections of this story.' 
X eey this not because It contain the grand 
climax, which la dramatic in the extreme, but be¬ 
cause Mr. Heilman has given ns a remarkably 
interesting description of whet was undoubtedly 
one of the most mysterious pieces in the ancient 
world, the shrine of Apollo et Delphi.

WHY AESOP ASSUMED A DISGUISE 

We need not scan Mr. Heilman’s pages too 
critically, therefore. If he deals freely with hi# 
meagre ancient sources end even goes so far aa 
to make out that Aesop was not an ugly, limping 
hunchback, as mediaeval writers pictured him. 
but a fine-looking man In middle life who wore 


H ENRY VlII's sore leg Is not a recent issue— 
It goes back to the middle of the six¬ 
teenth century—when Henry uaed to put It Into 
hose end strut aboht among the dames of Hamp¬ 
ton Court, fishing for compliments on Its sym¬ 
metry. And. according to Harry Hansen, Just to 
show you whet must have been the temper of 
Jealous males, it happens that until yesterday his¬ 
torians believed that Henry's sore leg waa due to a 
loathsome disease, contracted through profligate 
living, with dire results to Henry's offspring and 
Henry's wives. Indeed. It had lie Influence on 
Elisabeth, to trust the writings of these scan¬ 
dalous chroniclers. 

Now. it eo happens that on* of the men who 
helped disseminate this legend of Henry's diffi¬ 
culties was Frederick Chamberlin, author of "The 
Private Character of Quean Elisabeth." a most 
meticulous and careful scholar, who accepted the 
word of (he surgeons that Henry's aliment waa 
from a social disease. And following him came 
Francis Hackett. who wrote “Henry the Eighth" 
for Horace Uverlght, end Lytton Strachey. who 
wrote "Elisabeth and Essex" for Alfred Harcourt, 
and Hilaire Belloc, who wrote "Wolaey” for him¬ 
self. 

Mr. Chamberlin a* an American historian who 
makes allowances for every attribute of the human 
body except the Imagination. He it also a lawyer 
who demands proof for every statement submitted 
as evidence. He Is also an archaeologist, for dur¬ 
ing his spar* time he has dug for prehistoric 
altars in Minorca. And he is also a military man 
and not easily frightened. 

Not long ago Mr. Chamberlin was digging for 
archaeological object* In the Balearic Isles *when 
■he kept thinking about the errors in Francis 
Hackett'e book—of which he had discovered a 
great many. It bothered him eo that he deter¬ 
mined to go over the character of Henry VIII 
on y his own account, with the result, as he 
says, that you never know how little you know 
about an author until you write a book about 
him. Mr. Chamberlin, having started out to pur 
Mr. Hackett right, discovered that he had to 
reverse himself on Henry's sore leg. He calls hie 
work "The Private Character of Henry VIII" (Ives 
Washburn). 


Dreams of Fort Garry 


R OBERT WATSON, the novelist, knows every¬ 
thing worth knowing T noery 

Of the Upper Fort nothing but a gateway re¬ 
mains. but the Lower Fort, eighteen and a half 
miles north of Winnipeg, la still In a state of 
first-class preservation. It is not as old as most 
visitors Imagine, 4ot it was built In 1831. A cen¬ 
tury ago. however, the Canadian west was the 
domain of Romance, and it must have been a 
picturesque sight to behold the arrival at the 
fort of the York-boat brigades with their cargoes 
from the far north. Dreaming of those old days. 
Mr. Watson has conjured up the voyageura who 
used to sweep up the river adorned In their gayest, 
trapping*.' ‘for they knew their friends and ac¬ 
quaintances would be on hand to greet their 
hom e-co m trig In a long narrative poem entitled 


wee such a consummate actor that no one pene¬ 
trated his disguise. It would have been needless 
for Mr. Heilman to have gone to this trouble had 
It not been for the feet that he wished to make 
It possible for Aesop to do two things. (1) to win 
the love of Delaral, the leading lady In the court 
of Croeeua. (2) to gain acoess to the shrine of 
Apollo ln"Oelphl. These are the two big episodes 
in this curious narrative. 

THE FROGS DESIRING A KING 

I call this e curious story because of its con¬ 
struction. Coleridge's Ancient Mariner** is com¬ 
posed of seven sections In each of which there is 
a reference to the killing of the albatross; in this 
story there ere seven sections end each contains 
one of the. fables ascribed to Aesop. In each 
case the fable Is pertinent to the event with 
which It Is associated. When, for example, the 
chamberlain and other high officials of the court 
of Croesus enter Into a plot to Incriminate Aesop 
by pretending to him that they wish to remove 
the king from the throne, he Is sagacious enough 
to peroelve that they ere spreading a trap for hie 
feet. He combats their arguments by springing 
upon them thla fable: “I think that you. my 
Lord Chamberlain, with your always effective use 
of metaphor, spoke of the king as a log. I am 
reminded of a fable that I heard during the days 
of my slavery In Oreece. Once upon e time the 
frogs, who were getting on quite happily. If per¬ 
haps e little licentiously, petitioned the gods to 
give them e king who might Improve their morale. 
Zeus, who happened to be In one of his rarer 
merry moods, answered their ridiculous request 
by hurling a log into the frog-pond. 'Thera." he 
cried. 'Is a king for you.' The frogs were terrified 
by the great splash and It waa some time before 
they dared approach their new monsroh. When . 
finally they did so and discovered that their king 
was merely a log. they begged the gods to send 
them a more active ruler. Whereupon Zeus sent 
them a stork, who. without much ado. devoured 
as many ef the frogs as he could seize upon. 

"Aesop looked slowly around the circle of the 
councillors. He paused for a few seconds to gaze 
intently Into each pair of eyes, ending, with tha 
longest glance, on the visage of the chamberlain. 

"Then. 'X think, my frends.’ said Aesop. 'X have 
nothing further to add to this discussion;’ and, 
with an Imperturbable expression, he limped from 
the council chamber." 

THE HARE IN THE HORNET'S NEST_ 

And just before hie end. when he was ringed 
round by hla enemies. Aesop climbed on to a 
little knoll at the edge of the precipice and ut¬ 
tered thla warning in the ahape of a fable: "Te 
*UUasna of Delphi, e hare pursued by en eagle, 
took refuge in a hornet's nest. The little crea¬ 
ture begge d the great bird to show pity to the 
hare, but the eagle destroyed him. Whereupon 
the hornet flew to the eagle's neat and demolished 
her act* A higher neet the eagle built, but the 
hornet followed and again destroyed. The third 
time, the eagle rose into the heavens, end de¬ 
posited her eggs on the lap of Zeus, imploring him 
to protect them. Rut the hornet dropped dirt 
Into the god's lap: and Zeus, forgetting the eggs, 
shook his knees and the unborn eagles were 
destroyed. You are now the eagle, destroy the 
hare, for 1 have Invoked the protaction o? Zeus 
and. If jfou destroy me, bitter shell be the ex¬ 
piation of Delphi." 

CROESUS BECOMES SUSPICIOUS 

In addition to this method of introducing 
fables, the author of this story pours the rad 
wine of modern romance Into an anclenr mould. 
We spend moonlit hours In the spacious gardens 
- of Croesus with Aaeop and tha fascinating Delaral 
to whom hi reveals himself in his true form end 
wine her love. Croesus becomes suspicious of

Mr. Chamberlin challenges him to pro- 
dbee proof of certain vital statement*—tbe moat 
important, perhaps, that Elizabeth condemned 
Essex to death because of personal pique. Mr. 
Chamberlin thinks otherwise.

There Is a wedge of what are thought to be 
Carboniferous rocks In the Ooldstresm district, 
with volcanic rocks lnterfolded with them. Trtse- 
stc and Jurassic sediments and lavas are ex¬ 
tremely common from the city of Victoria to the 
northwest corner of the Island. Dtorttic rocks. In 
part resembling those of the Coast Range but 
usually darker, and of Jurassic age are found 
widely exposed south of the Albernl Canal, while 
to the north exposures such as occur near 8promt 
I-**# and on tha Coal Harbor-Port Hardy trail 
suggest that these dlorltio rocks form the mors 
or leas concealed backbone of the north. Lower 
Cretaceous sediments on the west and upper 
Cretaceous ones on the east encircle the bases 
of the older rock-masses. Tertiary lavas and in- 
truslve rocks later covered in pert by marina 
feandutoncv and co ngl ome ra tes of -Tertiary age 
form the southwest coastline. Plnally, huge ac¬ 
cumulations of glacial waste worked over by 
river and wave are now the coastal plains of the 
Island. These are the main outlines of the 
Island’s rocks. 

. With this mingled history of sediment, vol¬ 
canic lava and deep-seated igneous Intrusion, 
the Vancouver Island Bangs la of extraordinary 
Interest. Unfortunately like some old books tte 
pages are hard to get at and the letter-press is 
concealed The great forests and thicket-chokad 
valleys make the work of exploration and dis¬ 
covery very difficult. When one remembers that 
In Scotland, only twice our Islands sine, after 
more than a oentury’e work by accomplished 
amateurs aa well as professional geologists fresh 
discoveries and Interpretations are still made. It 
la easy to sea how Vancouver Island with only 
about eighty years separating to-day from the 
first days of settlement, with by far the greater 
part of Its rugged surface still In wild and 
primitive aloofness, and with Its roads almost 
wholly confined to the merest fringe of the eaet 
and south coast, is still largely an unknown land. 
It explain* why a beautiful and open country 
Ilka the Porbldden Plateau could lie for ao many 
years just beyond the Courteney hills, unknown 
and unexplored. 

THE MAKING OF THE MOUNTAINS 

There are certain general principles of moun¬ 
tain structure that enable us to understand 
something about tha present form of our Island 
Range, even though much of it la aa yet untrod- 


TjWOM the Books Hills and the Highland dls- 
r trtet to tte far northwestern tip. Cape Scott. 
Vancouver Island la a sea of mountains. Coastal 
plans of varying width welcome the fanner on 
the east coast and along portions of the southwest, 
and vslleya with fertile soils run Inland from the 
sea.
